Washington, D. C., March 1. — On 


April 6, the firs,t anniversary of the 
United States' entry into the war, the 
third Liberty loan will open. There 
will be a campaign of three or four 
weeks. 


In, announcing the date tonight. 


Secretary McAdoo said the amount of 
the loan, the interest rate and other 
features 
such 
as 
convertibility of 


bonds .of previous issues, maturity and 
terms of payment,, are yet to be de- 
termined, and that new legislation will 
be necessary before plans can be com- 
pleted. 


The fact that the amount of the 


loan is dependent on further legisla- 
tion indicates that it will be for more 
than $3,600,000,000, the remainder ot 
authorized but unissued bonds, and 
the fact that the certificates of in- 
debtedness now being sold in anticipa- 
tion of the loan bear 4 % per cent 
afford some indication of the interest 
rate. 


How large the loan shall be depends 


largely, however, on the fjite of the- 
pending war finance bill carrying an 
appropriatlongof a halt billion ^dollars 
and action of the railroad ,hi!l with its, 
appropriation of a similar amount. 


Although Mr. McAdoo made no spe- 


cial announcement, if is now taken-for 
granted in onicial circles that there 
will be but one more loan before June 
30, the end oj." the fiscal year. 
The 


statement announcing the date of tho 
campaign was made at this time, Sec- 
retary McAdoo explained, to give every 
community opportunity to prepare for 
the big hond sale and the strongly ad- 
vocated popular demonstrations on the 
day of tho opening of the loan and the 
second year of the war. 
After stating 


the date of the campaign, Mr. McAdoo- 
said: 


Details Depend on, Legislation. 


"The amount, terms and conditions 


of the loan have not yet been decided, 
but the features are dependent on 
further legislation, 
i expect to ask 


the congrens at an early date to grant 
the necessary additional authority. Of 
course the opening date- of the cam- 
paign is somewhat dependent on ther 
new legislation, but it is hoped and 
believed that the matter can be con- 
sidered and determined in ample timo 
to begin tho campaign on the date 
suggested. 
April 6 will forever be a 


consecrated day in American history 
and it seems appropriate 
that 
the 


opening of the second yeaj of our 
participation in this 
war 
for 
the 


honor and right of America and tlie 
freedom of the world should bo cele- 
brated with a nation-wide drive for 
another Liberty loan. 


"The campaign should begin with, 


great demonstrations of patriotism in 
every city, town and hamlet 
of tha 


country. 
On that date every Ameri- 


can -should pledge anew to his gov- 
ernment the full measure of his re- 
sources and resolv to ma.ko every re- 
quired sacrifice in the same fervent 
spirit that impels our gallant sons in 
the trenches of Franco and on the 
waters of the Atlantic to ahed their 
blood in America's sacred cause."

''When the British Tommies are 


holding a trench," continued Major 
Guthrie, "the Germans cannot drive 
them out. The only way they can 
get them out is to blast them out."

The ''Cash and Carry" System. 


A matter which the merchants of 


Onoonta have for the past few weeks 
been 
considering is the 
so-called 


"cash and carry" system. The Idea 
is that tho man why buys his goods 
from clay to (lay and pays cash for 
them is entitled to certain considera- 
tion in the matter of prices for so 
doing; and that the person who re- 
ceives hia purchases over the counter 
and carries the bundles home is re- 
lieving the seller of an expense for 
which also he should receive credit. 


Out o£ the credit and delivery sys- 


tems there has srowii up a great bur- 
den o£ expense to the dealer, which 
of necessity he puts over, by means of 
higher prices, upon the shoulder of 
the consumer. Of necessity — that is 
— if the system is to be continued. If 
It is to be discontinued the question 
is, "how shall we set about it?" and 
from, this is evolved the "cash and 
carry" system. 


Briefly the system is that every- 


body shall pay cash, or if he does 
not that he shall pay an additional 
charge equal to the interest on the 
price, the bookkeeping and the risk: 
involved. This is the first half of the 
proposition. The second is that if 
a customer .wants a package delivered 
it is an individual convenience for 
which he and not the customer who 
cariMes his own bundles . should be 
charged. 
- 


The reasonableness of the proposi- 


tion is manifest.- All want lower 
prices, but few have been willing to 
piy .in another way for the reduction. 
Tho present proposition if it does goes 
into effect will adjust things so that 
there will be a substantial saving in 
cost, the public will get again Into 
the somewhat forgotten way of doing 


. Its _ own marketing, and will get out. 


of the idea that there is anything. dis- 
creditable in making one's o%vri" de- 
liveries. Also the public will get into 
the .habit of paying accounts instead 
of running them, and while we are 
saving money by paying cash, one of 
tha most fruitful cause of contro- 
versy between buyer and purchaser 
win entirely be eliminated.

OX STATE HIGHWAYS WILE BE 


ATTEMPTED DURING YEAR. 


Town Superintendents of Highways 


Must Not Take Help Away from the 
Farmers, Says Mr. Perry, Address- 
in!? Highway Meeting 
of 
Otscgo 


Town Officials. 
That there will be no permanent 


construction work on the highways of 
the -statj this year was an interesting 
statement made by C. B. Perry of the 
state highway department at the high- 
way meeting held at the Municipal 
hall yesterday afternoon, at which 
nearly all' of the town superintendents 
of highways of Otsegro county were in 
attendance, as well as a number of 
supervisors and other town officials. 
No contracts for this work will be 
cancelled. It is expected that the leg- 
islature will pass a law extending the 
time of these contracts. 
The main- 


tenance of the state and county high- 
ways will be entrusted to the proper 
officials, who will engage the town 
officers to assist in tho work. They 
will secure crushers and rollers to as- 
sist in keeping them 
in 
condition. 


There will be no general repairs. 
If 


a road needs retopping it will be left 
until next year. 
The duty will de- 


volve upon the town superintendents 
to keep roads that 
are 
under con- 


struction 
in a passable 
condition. 


Town officials will not contract for 
any stone roads or permanent im- 
provement this year. It will be the 
duty of the town superintendents to 
get the oart& roads in as good condi- 
tion us possible during the year. They 
have gone backward during the past 
two years, the seasons having been 
unusual. 


This- in brief is the program out- 


lined to tin town officials of tho work 
to be undertaken this year and clears 
up any doubt of the intention of the 
state department relative 
to 
roads 


that are under construction and rela- 
tive to the completion of the Morris- 
Onconta highway. 
There are other 


roads in the county under construc- 
tion also, none o." which will be com- 
pleted this year. The duty apparent- 
ly devolves on the town superintend- 
ent to keep the highways 
like 
the 


Morris road open and suitable for use. 
Continuing, tho representative of the 
state department said that town su- 
perintendents must 
not 
take help 


away from the farmers this year, as 
tho maximum production of tho farms 
is needed. If after the crops of the 
year are all harvested and help then 
can bo secured, work 
can 
then be 


done 
on 
permanent improvements, 


but not otherwise. Under no condi- 
tion shall work be undertaken that 
will interfere with farm labor.

Men of Ambulance Service Work 


Under Fire. 


Risk Their Lives to Get American Sol- 


diers Wounded in Action to 


the Surgeons. 


Washington.—Host dangerous of all 


the work of the American Red Cross 
is the ambulance service. The drivers 
and attendants of these ambulances 
are always under fire. 


Lieut. Prank Dempsey talked Inter- 


estingly about tho life of a Red Crow 
ambulance driver in the Verdun sector 
whore the fighting has been the hot- 
tost. The Germans know the country 
and are able to drop big shells with 
great accuracy on the roads the ambu- 
lances must travel. 


"Our work Is never out of range of 


the big guns," snld hf. "We go up to 
the 
third-line trench, 
gather 
the 


wounded and take them back a mile to 
the dressing station. 
Hero only the 


roughest bandaging Is done and then 
we start back another mile or «=o to an- 
other station wiiere the most desperate 
cases nre operated upon. 


"In the first week we handle the 


wounded four or five times and finally 
leave them In the evacuation hospitals. 
From there they nre carried to the 
base hospitals, usually on trains." 


Thus the Red Cross ambulance driver 


risks his life to got American snldlers 
to the surgeons. Lieutenant Dempsey 
had his ambulance blown to pieces 
while he was a short distance away i 
picking up a wounded man. 


When the wounded soldier gets to 


the dressing stations or hospitals he is 
assured of the best bandages because ! 
loving hands In America in Red Cross 
chapters have prepared them. And a j 
cheery Red Cross nurse will smooth his j 
pillow and make his convalescence 
pleasant.
